FATALITY     AT     EDMONTON 

iro    Trace    Has    BMn    round    of    Bodies 
of  ▼lotint*   of   Xiannob   Accident 

EDMONTON.  Alta..  June  27.-- -De- 
spite searcirall  through  last  night  and 
today,  no  trace  has  been  found  of  the 
bodies  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hooper,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Earl  Meredith,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Case 
and  Mr.  Robert  Patton,  the  six  Edmon- 
ton young  people  who  were  drowned  \$ 
Saskatcliewan  River  here  last  evvning. 
The  river  is  rising  rapidly,  which  makes 
the  task  of  the  searchers  more  diffi- 
cult. (^ 

The  disaster,  as  near  as  can  he  ascer- 
tained, was  caused  by  the  launch  strik- 
ing  the   end   of  a   boom. 

According  to  Mr.  E.  K.  Kilburne.  an 
eye-witness  of  the  accident,  Mr.  Hooper, 
who  was  steering,  was  probably  un- 
aware of  the  existence  of  this  boom. 
This  Is  one  of  the  most  difficult  parts 
of  the  river,  and,  to  get  between  the 
two  booms,  boats  have  to  swing  al- 
most at  right  angles  In  the  middle  of 
the  stream  at  tne  point  whpre  tlte  wnlf 
surges    against    the    breakwater. 

That  the  motor  Inimch  was  travelli| 
at  a  high  rate  of  speed,  probably 
twenty-t^o  or  twenty-three  miles  an 
hour,  when  she  struck  the  sunken 
boom,  Is  the  statement  made  by  Mr. 
Kilburne,  who  was  standing  on  the 
wharf. 

The  boat  was  found  this  morning  In 
about  two  feet  of  water  and  about  half- 
way down  to  the  east  brMse  and  Just 
below  the  scene  of  the  accident.  It 
was  badly  damaged,  being  piinctured  on 
both  aides,  and  the  railing  was  torn 
away.

of   Constable,   WIU  Be  Xxecnted 

on   Saptamher   IS 


XEW  WKSTMiXSTER,  June  27.— 
After  being  out  for  an  hour  and  a  half, 
the  Jury  today  returned  a  verdict  of 
guilty  against  Paul  Spintlum,  who  is 
charged  with  the  murder  of  Constable 
Kindnes.s.  On  being  asked  by  His 
Lordship  if  he  had  anything  to  say  as 
to  why  he  should  not  be  sentenced,  the 
prisoner  simply  looked  vacantly  at  the 
Judge  and  smiled.

That  the  continuance  of  the  Injunc- 
tion would  hamper  the  business  of  both 
the  Island  Investment  Co.  and  the  Is- 
land Construction  Co.,  was  the  stand  of 
Mr.  D.  S.  Talt.  He  declared  that  al' 
shares  held  by  Mr.  Reid  were  fully  paio 
for,  and  that  hla  position  as  a  voter 
could  not  be  assailed.

The  Mlnioter  of  Mllltla  and  deneral 
Hamilton  were  not  only  enthuslaetlo 
about  the  reglmenfe  formation,  but  ex- 
tremely optimistic.  In  view  of  their 
observations  and  information  received, 
as  to  the  prospects  of  raising  a  full 
regiment,  absolutely  individual  to  Vic- 
toria. "Individual  to  Victoria"  was 
mentioned  owing  to  a  suggestion  of  Dr. 
Donald's,  viz.,  that  It  might  be  possible 
nnd  satL^factory  to  arrange  for  a  sec- 
ond regiment  of  the  72nd  Highlanders 
of  Vancouver  In  this  city,  which  could 
work  in  conjunction  with  the  older- 
established  72nd  in  Vancouver.  Col. 
Hughes  ab.solutely  vetoed  this  idea. 
He  said  that  Victoria  was  a  growing 
city,  already  large,  and  why  should  a 
regiment  of  this  kind  be  lacked  on  to 
Vancouver?  Vancouver  Is  a  big  city, 
and  some  day  they  might  find  it  neces- 
sary there  to  enlarge  and  have  a  sec- 
ond section  themselves.  There  was  no 
reason  why  A'ictoria  should  not  hav« 
three  regiments,  and  he  was  positive 
that  a  Highland  regiment  would  be  wel- 
comed with  the  greatest  enthusiasm, 
and  that  its  ranks  would  he  filled 
almost  In-.mediately.  He  counselled  the 
deputation  to  form  an  absolutely  inde- 
pendent regiment,  which  could  be  the 
peculiar    pride    of    the    city    of    Victoria. 

The  happy  suggestion  of  Mr.  For- 
sythe  that  the  tartan  should  be  that 
of  the  Gordon  Highlanders  touched 
General  Hamilton  very  deeply.  This 
particular  tartan  has  more  than  a  mere 
sentimental  interest  in  the  general's 
heart. 

In  dismissing  the  deputation  both  the 
Minister  of  Militia  and  General  Ham- 
ilton promised  their  utmost  support  in 
bringing  about  an  earelj-  formation  of 
this  regiment.  They  paid  that  every 
influence  in  their  power  would  certainly 
be  used  to  forward  the  interests  of  the 
regiment.  The  parting  words  of  the 
Minister  of  MUUla  were:  "Oo  right 
ahead.  Get  out  your  list  of  offlcers. 
Send  It  to  me  without  delay.  I  want 
to  keep  the  matter  before  me— and  well 
before  me." 

On  the  strength  of  this  successful  In- 
terview reicrultlng  has  already  com- 
menced. Xames  will  be  received  by 
Capt.  Chambers,  Mi;.  Peter  Rlddell  and 
Mr.  C.  A.  Forsythe  of  any  desirous  of 
Joining  the  regiment.  It  Is  not  yet  de- 
cided what  shall  be  the  dividing  line 
between  eligibility  and  ineligibility,  but 
if  anyone  who  knows  he  has  some 
Scotch  blood  in  his  veins  will  forward 
his  name,  the  committee  will  be  in  a 
position  soon  to  adjudicate  and  enlist 
members.  Meanwhile,  Captain  Cham- 
bers will  proceed  with  the  organization 
and   the   training  of  the  recnilts.

I'NCREASE  TEACHING  STAFF 

Slxtaan  STaw  Teachers  Will  Be  Bequlred 

In   City   Schools   for   Opening   of 

the  rail  Tarm 


A  large  addition  to  the  teaching  staff 
of  the  city's  public  schools  will  have  to 
be  made  conaenuent  upon  the  opening, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  term,  of  the 
two  new  schools  in  the  Oaklands  and 
Burnslde  districts.  A  special  meeting 
of  the  board  has  been  called  for  this 
evening,  when  these  appointments  will 
be  made.  In  all  about  sixteen  new 
teachers  will  be  rcrjulred,  twelve  for  the 
new  schools  and  four  as  an  addition  to 
the  present  staff. 

The  opening  of  these  schools  will  give 
much-needed  relief,  the  congestion  in  the 
existing  schools  for  the  past  year  hav- 
ing been  such  that  the  problem  of  sup- 
plying accommodation  for  the  rapidly 
growing  school  population  has  given 
the  board   cause  for  much   worry. 

Everj'  effort  will  be  made  to  rush 
the  new  school  to  be  erected  In  the 
Hollywood  'district.  Competitive  plans 
are  now  being  called  for  an  elgl*(-roomed 
school,  and  It  Is  hoped  to  have  the 
structure  completed  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  no  that  it  will  be  ready  for  orcu- 
patlon  by  January  1,  or  as  soon  thcre- 
affir  as  is  possible.

0Offi:^t0li4M»IO  enthusiasm,  coup- 
Jr«li'^«MMHlv«  ability,  in  Increasing 
the  efficiency  of  the  defence  forces  in 
the  Dominion,  would,  during  his  press- 
fence  in  Vlctorija  give  his  careful  atten- 
tion to  th«^i|i||^lon  at  Work  Point,  we 
have  little  doubt  the  result  would  be  a 
marked  increase  in  the  personnel  of  the 
troops  stationed  there,  so  that  tiiey  may 
be  able  to  effectively  carry  out  their 
varied  duties. 

Canada  has  had  no  more  energetic 
Minister  of  Militia  than  Colonel  Sam 
HuRhea.  Even  during  the  time  the  ises- 
sion  is  in  progress  whenever  he  is  able 
V>  absent  himself  from  his  Parliament- 
irV  duties  he  is  engaged  in  visiting  the 
different  military  centres  and  discover- 
ing by  personal  Inspection  what  Is  most 
needed  to  promote  further  efficiency.

Sir  Ian  Hamilton, 
a  soldier  of  world-wide  experience  and 
a  man  who  proved  his  ;great  abilities  to 
command  in  South  Africa  and  on  num- 
erous other  occasions^  His  duties  as 
Inspector-General  of  the  Oversea  Kdrces 
bring  him  into  contt^ct  with  different 
conditions  of  training,  but  we  fancy 
that  the  difference  is  only  m  detail,  and 
that  his  advice,  based  upon  such  a 
lengthy  and  varied  experience,  will  lead 
to  a  homogeneous  army  of  Empire 
which,  should  the  occasion  ever  arise, 
will  be  found  fighting  after  the  best 
traditions  of  British  arms.

work  and  luek,  aa'at  ono  tine  1^  wao 
thought  to  be.  .^ 

•  Modern  farming,  as  It  Is  doVeloping. 
ewes  its  e.<ci8tenc«  largely  to  the  labor 
pioblem.  The  tremendous  Increase  of 
manufactures,  and  the  consequent  de- 
mand for  workmen  at  high  wages,  have 
combined  to  bring  .the  farmer  face  to 
face  with  a  condition  of  exceptional 
difficulty.  .  He  cannot  hlinself  do  any 
more  work  than  his  father  did:  he  must 
pay  more  for  his  hired  help  than  his 
father  did,  and  his  employees  are  not 
disposed  to  labor  as  hard  or  as  long 
daily  as  were  the  men  in  his  father's 
employ.  Prices  have  advanced  consid- 
erably, but  the  advance  goes  chiefly  to 
the  middleman,  and  the  increase  re- 
cfrived  by  the  farmer  does  not  compen- 
sate for  the  advanced  cost  of  produc- 
tion.     We   are   speaking   now   of   farm- 

•  ing  under  old  methods.  The  new  method 
has  for  Its  watclvword  EfSciency.  In  a 
foctory  efficiency  begins  with  the  |ph- 
structlon  of  the  building.  This  must 
be  arranged  so  as  to  save  labor  when- 
ever possible.  In  a  factory  efficiency 
means  the  us©  of  the  best  appliances, 
the  purchase  of  materials  at  the  lowest 
cost,  quality  being  considered;  the  re- 
duction of  waste  to  a  minimum;  the 
utilization  of  refuse.  When  the  goods 
have  been  produced  another  set  of  lines, 
m  which  effic.ency  can  be  promoted, 
present  themselves.  The  farmer  of  the 
future  will  take  account  of  all  thesi.' 
things,  as  thousands' of  them  have  be- 
gun to  do- already,  for  the  farmer  of 
the  future  is  already  here,  though  not 
in  as  great  numbers  as  h«^  ought  to  be. 

The    farmer    of    the   future    Will    not 
pride  himself  so  much   upon  h'.s  "i>road 
acres,"  as  upon  tb^' intensity  with  which 
hiji  holding  will  be  cultivated.     He  will 
speclallie    as     far    as    specialization    is 
possible  In  his  individual  case.     He  will 
use   the   most   modem    appliances.     For 
example    he    will     real.ie    that    a    horse 
may.    In    his    circumstances,    be    a    very 
expensive    thing    to    iiave    on    the    farm, 
and    use    small    motora    to    do    the    work 
that    the    horse  did.      Invention    Is    only 
at    the    beginning    of    what    may    be   ac- 
complished   in     this    way.       Mocors    are 
now    made   which    cost    no   more    tlian    a 
pood  horse,  and  will  do  more  work  than 
a    horse    at    much    less   cost.      There   are 
few     tUtngf.    in     conneetiqn     with    farm 
work    now     done    by    nieans    of    horses, 
tl'.at  cannot  be  as  well  and  more  cheaply 
done      by      motor-engines.

Something   in    the 
nature    of    a   permanent     exhibit     along 
these      lines      located     In     England     and 
moved  about  to  the  different  industrial 
exhibitions    held    there    should    prove    a 
considerable    encouragement    to    the    ex- 
port  trade  of   British   Columbia   In    this 
commodity.     As    yet    we    do    not    know 
what  the  internal  arrangements  for  the 
new    Agent-General's    office    In    London 
are,   but   it   might  well,  be   that  in   that 
building    space   could    be    set    aside    for 
an    exhibit    of   the   nature    described.

great  exclt#.-nent,  declaring  that  a  man 
had  attempted  to  hold  htm  up  on  the 
third  floor  at  the  point  of  a  revolver. 
Mr.  Stadthagcn  was  so  excited  that  it 
was  some  time  before  he  could  make 
a   clear    statement. 

Barricaded   in   Boom 

"n'hile  Mr.  Stadthagen  rushed  to  the 
telephone  and  called  up  the  police.  Jo- 
seph Bloom,  night  clerlt,  ran  upstairs 
to  the  third  floor.  Judging  from  Mr. 
Stadthagen's  description  of  his  assail- 
ant that  It  was  Arons,  who  roomed  on 
that  floor.  Bloom  tried  Arons'  door, 
and  to  the  latter's  demand  of  "who's 
there"  Bloom  asked  to  be  admitted. 
Arons  refused  to  do  eo,  telling  the 
clerk  that  If  he  had  anything  to  say  he 
could  telephone  It  from  the  office  cr 
wait  until  morning.  In  the  meantime 
Detectives  Murray  and  Carlow  arrived 
at  the  hotel,  the  former  going  up- 
stairs to  the  rooni,  while  the  latter, 
urged  thereto  by  Itfn  Stadthagen's  as- 
sertion that  it  was  a  case  of  hold-up, 
ran  outside  and  waited  at  'the  foot  of 
the  Are  escape  in  case  anyone  might 
seek  to  descend   that  way. 

To  Detective  Murray's  statement  that 
he  was  a  police  officer  and  desired  to 
be  admitted,  Arons  r.efu.setl  point  blank, 
using  strong  language  In  voicing  his  re- 
fusal. A  pass  key  had,  in  the  meantime, 
been  secured,  and  after  some  effort  the 
door  was  opened.  Just  as  the  lock 
was  pushed  back  and  the  door  com- 
menced to  open,  the  report  of  a  shot 
was  heard  by  those  In  the  hallway. 
Detective  Murray,  followed  by  the  night 
clerk  and  some  others  of  the  hotel  staff, 
rushed  into  the  room,  but  they  were 
too   late. 

After  Mr.  Stadthagen  had  summoned 
the  police  by  .  telephone,  he  rushed 
around  to  the  police  station  to  summon 
further  assistance.  The  excitement 
consetjuent  upon  his  action  attracted  a 
large  crowd,  which  gathered  around  the 
^•ntrances  to  the  hotel  and  waited  until 
the  body  w^as  removed  to  the  under- 
taker'a. 

That  Arons  hart  meditated  suicide 
was  indicated  by  the  fact  that  on  the 
■bureau  in  hl.s  room  'was  an  eight- 
ounce  ibottle  of,  chloroform,  recently 
purchased,  and  a  long  piece  of  clothes 
line  which,  it  Is  belieyed,  he  had  Con- 
templated using.  The  revolver,  a 
brand  new  weapon,  was  fully  loaded 
and  one  <artridge  discharged.  The  bul- 
let, which  had  traversed  the  man's 
brain,  was  picked  up  on  tho  door  be- 
side   the    body, 

Thoug-ht  it  Was  a.  Hold-XTp 
Mr.  .Stadthagen  stated  that  he  was 
on  his  way  downstairs  from  the  fourth 
flnnr,  on  which  his  rooms  are  located, 
when  he  was  met  near  the  elevator, 
around  which  the  stairway  winds,  by 
Arons,  who  roughly  grasped  him  by  the 
arm  and,  «hovlnfr  the  rfvolver  in  his 
face,  -■'houted  "Oct  back  to  your  own 
floor."  >lr.  .Stadthagen  wrenched  him- 
.self  free  an<i,  bolted  to  the  stairway, 
down  which  he  tumbled  rather  than 
walked,  to  the  rotunda  below  and  rais«d 
the  alarm.  Arons  had  then  proceeded 
straight  to  his  room  and  locked  him- 
self   In. 

Arons,  who  was  about  thirty-four 
years  of  age  and  of  small  build,  reg- 
lBt««red  at  tho  Prince  Oeorgo  Hotel  on 
May  28  as  from  .N'ew  Vork,  but  durlni? 
hiR  stay  at  the  hotel  he  had  stated  to 
frtpnds  that  he  came  from  Ran  Fran- 
cisco, where  he  dalmerl  to  have  been 
proprietor  of  the  Hotel  \jexander,  situ- 
ated near  th^(  Palrv''  Hotel.  He  had  been 
a  general  favorite  with  those  who  knew 
him,  being  of  a  quiet  and  unaF!.\imln% 
disposition  and  a  good  convernatlonal- 
l.«l.  He  had  told  friends  that  hp  wa.ii 
anxiouB  to  locate  here,  and  that  he  had 
endpavoijd  to  secure  posscBslon  of  an 
hotel,  as  he  desired  to  leave  San  Fran- 
cisco. His  wife  and  daughter,  he  had 
stated,  had  been  killed  In  th«  recent 
cyclone  at  Omaha,  and  as  her  friends 
lived  in  Sati  Franp(srri  he  desired  to 
locate  somewhere  else  so  that  the 
tragedy  would  never  be  recalled  to  hi« 
mind.  His  flnnnclal  mndlHon  was  un- 
known to  the  hotel  managomenf.  He 
had  had  a  sum  on  deposit  with  the  ho- 
tel, but  he  had  spent  It  nearly  all. 
But  one  dollar  was  found  In  his  pockets.

Scottish.  wom<''n,  'r  'he  old  days,  were 
adepts  111  the  mechanlfnl  employments, 
now  'carried  on  in  factories,  and  their 
descendants  are  among  the  brightest 
and  most  enterprising  of  the  young 
■women  In  the  business  and  Industrial, 
as  well  ns  among  the  best  of  our  teach- 
ers. For  many  years  there  were  few 
emigrants  from  Scotland,  but  the  open- 
ing up  of  the  West  has  called  to  coun- 
try and  city,  to  people  of  all  classes,  to 
seek  In  Canada,  the  opportunities  for 
advancement   denied   to  them  at  bome. 

From  small  b.oldlngs.  both  In  the 
North  and  South,  young  men  came  with 
their  famine's  to  take  up  pralrfe  home- 
stead*. Though  the  work  was  strange, 
their  knowledge  helped  them  and  they 
igoon  made  themselves  masters  of  th- 
situation.  The  reports  they  sent  of 
their  siicceas,  Induoetl  others  to  follow 
their  exaihplea.

The  leacliers  and  children  were  not 
satisfied  v/lth  raising  prize  roses,  flow- 
ers and  big  vegetables.  They  have  be- 
gun to  grow  animals.  The  oilier  day 
they  held  a  show  of  pet." — pigtons, 
calves,  ponies,  rabbits  and  chickens,  and 
half  a  dozen  other  animals  that  children 
Irve.  This  exhibit  has  attracted  wide 
attention  not  only  from  parents  and 
neighbors  but  from  business  n^^n.  A 
I'.ve  stock  expert  added  to  the  interest 
and  value  of  this  8«-hool  exhibit  by 
bringing  some  thoroughbred  cattle  for 
llie    children  .'-t*    see. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  learn  when 
the  school  opens  after  the  holidays, 
whether  these  Woodlawn  boys  and  girls, 
who  are  skillful  in  woodwork,  se-vvlng 
and  cookery,  as  well  as  gardening,  are 
at,  proficient  as  the,  other  pupils  of 
Portland  schools  in  those  studies  to 
which  mo^t  of  their  fathers  and  moth- 
er* confined  their  attention.  If.  In  their 
eagerness  for  work,  they  have  not  ne- 
glccte<l  to  learn  to  read  and  write  well, 
to  calculate  correctly,  to  study  history, 
gfography  and  literature,  we  must  grant 
that  they  have  made  a  distinct  advance 
by  their  acauaintance  with  the  world 
around   them. 

Unless  their  Imagination  has  been 
starved,  and  their  powers  of  reflection 
and  reasoning  stunted,  these  young  peo- 
ple will  bo  better  fitted  for  the  battle 
of  life  than  those  wlio  have  confined 
ihcir    studies    to    books    alone.

Mr.  Henry  Peterson,  of  San  Francisco, 
In  his  prim©  one  of  the  fastest  &lnglo 
scullers  in  the  world.  Is  In  Victoria  on 
a  visit  to  some  of  his  old  friends  here. 
He  and  Mrs.  Peterson  are  on  their  way 
to  iNew  York  on  a  pleasure  trip.  They 
arc  guests  at  the  Empress  Hotel. 

Mr.  Peterson  has  reason  to  hold  dear 
his  memories  of  Victoria,  and  in  the 
same  measure  old-time  devotees  of  row- 
ing here  retain  a  fond  regard  for  the 
veteran  oarsman.  Mr.  Peterson  is 
very  proud  of  a  medal  given  him  by 
citizens  of  Victoria  in  August,  1893,  and 
it  is  principally  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
newing associations  formed  on  that  me- 
morable occasion  in  his  career  tliat  be  is 
ill  Victoria. 

A  man  named  McLean,  of  New  West- 
minster, was  lording  It  over  everybody 
in  British  Columbia  in  rowing  at  that 
time,  80  some  Victoria  sportsmen  sent 
to  San  Francisco  for  Mr.  Peterson  to 
lower,  if  possible,  the  eo  proudly  flaunt- 
ed colors  of  the  Royal  City  oarsman. 
Peterson  turned  the  trick  easily  on  the 
Fraser  River  at  W^estminster,  and  the 
local  crowd  came  home  in  a  state  of 
frenzied  happiness.  Nothing  was  too 
good  for  the  man  who  had  silenced  the 
vainglorious  foe.  whose  taunts  had  for 
so  long  rankled  in  the  minds  of  the 
local  followers  of  the  game  that  they 
had  been  driven  almost'  to  desperation 
by  the  futility  of  their  position.  Peter- 
son was  promptly  dubbed  "Our  Boy" 
by  Victorians  and.  although  he  was 
born  in  California,  there  arc  many  peo- 
ple here  Who  ntlU  look  on  him  with  as 
much  prida  as  If  he  were  a  fellow  na- 
tive son. 

Peterson  was  born  and  brought  up  at 
San  Francisco  and  was  the  best  oars- 
man ever  turned  out  on  this  Coast.  The 
fact  that  he  ranged  right  up  along  with 
Ned  Hanlnn.  Jake  Oaudaur  and  the  other 
flyers  whose  names  were  In  the  public 
prints  every  day  more  than  twenty 
years  ago,  establishes  his  class  In  the 
minds   of  those  who   follow  rowing. 

He  took  part  in  the  biggest  regatta 
ftver  pulled  off.  It  was  at  Austin,  Tex., 
in  1S93,  and  the  best  scullers  in  thf 
world  took  part.  There  was  a  small 
creek  running  through  Austin  and  town 
boosters  conceived  the  idea  of  damming 
l;  up  \o\  get  cheap  water  power.  Th« 
water  hacked  up  until  there  was  a 
course  twenty-eight  miles  long  and  vary- 
ing In  widlh  from  a  quarter  to  half 
a   mile. 

Having  secured  the  water  power,  the 
boosters-  then  determined  upon  a  cam- 
paign of  advertising,  so  an  interna'ilonal 
regatta  was  planned,  $60,000  In  prizes 
bfing  hung  up.  That  bait  secured  the 
best  sculler.s  In  the  world.  Jim  Stan- 
bury,  of  Australia,  then  champion  of 
the  world,  was  one  of  the  entries  Oth- 
er." were  Hanlan.  Jake  Gaudaur,  Teemer, 
Billy  Rice,  now  coach  at  Columbia:  Ten 
Eyck,  who  coached  the  winning  Syra- 
ciise  crew  this  year;  Eddie  Durnan,  a 
nrphew  of  Hanlan;  Z'eterson  of  Ssn 
Franclsro,  Parker  of  St.  Louis,  George 
Hoamer  and  ths  best  scullers  of  Can- 
ada  and    England. 

It  was  a  real  championship  affair  and 
th»-  regatta  lasted  four  days.  The  main 
e\pnt  was  a  three-mile  race  and  there 
were  nln»  men  In  the  finals.  Jake  Gau- 
daur won  the  race  In  19:01,  establishing 
a  record  for  three  miles  which  atlll 
stands.  The  former  record  was  19:52. 
Peterson  was  second,  only  a  foot  behind 
Gaudaur.  He  still  thinks  he  had  a  dead 
heat  with  Jake,  but  Jake  got  first 
ni'-ney.  Stanhur.v,  of  Australia,  the 
World's  champion,  came  In  third,  iMx 
lengths    behind.

The  land  riferred  to  lies  behind  the 
Msrlne  Drive,  and  consists  of  three 
great  ravines,  which,  combined,  repre- 
sent a  territory  stretching  to  about  63 
acres.  The  ravines  break  inland  from 
the  Marine  Drlv-e,  and  form  the  most 
beautiful  paric  land  imaginable,  and  the 
reservation  of  them  for  this  specific 
purpose   cannot  fail    .  to   give     a   great 


stimulus  to  the  already  attractive  feat- 
ures of  Point  Grey. 

The  action  of  the  Government  does 
not  mean  that  this  land  passes  Into  tho 
hands  of  the  municipality;  It  simply 
means  that  it  has  been  reserved  for 
park  land,  and  that  consequently  it  can- 
not 1>e  sold  or  used  for  purposes  that 
might  interfere  with  the-jfi^neral  amtii- 
Ity  of  the  countryside.

Prince' A I'bert  Will  Be  Repaired 
by  Middle  of  July— Plans  for 
Resumption  of  Queen  Char- 
lotte Service, 


Sueh  satisfactory  progress  Is  being 
made  in  connection  with  repairs  to  the 
Grand  Trunk  Pacific  steamer  Prince  Al- 
bert that  the  British  Columbia  Marine 
Railway  Company  expects  to  be  In  a 
position  to  deliver  the  vessel  by  the 
middle  of  next  month.  Captain  C,  H. 
Nicholson,  manager  of  the  G.  T.  P. 
steamships  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  was  In 
town  the  other  day  for  the  mirposo  of 
looking  over  the  steamer,  and  Incident- 
ally to  ascertain  definitely  when  the 
northern  boat  would  be  ready  for  sea. 
Providing  the  Prince  Albert  is  delivered, 
as  expected,  by  the  middle  of  July,  the 
tempora,rllyrsuspended  service  between 
Victoria  and  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands 
Will  he  resumed  without  delay,  and  un- 
less the  present  arrangements  miscarry, 
it  is  altogether  probable  that  the  Prince 
Albert  win  take  the  usual  Thursday 
sailing  on   July  17. 

Since  the  Albert  went  on  the  reef  at 
Port  Simpson  hachor.  the  steamer  Prince 
John  has  been  maintaining  the  Queen 
Charlotte  service  by  making  connections 
with  the  regular  Prince  steamers  at 
Prince  Rupert.  As  soon  as  It  is  defi- 
nitely decided  that  the  Albert  will  re- 
sume the  northern  run,  the  Prince  John 
will  be  dispatched  south  for  the  first 
time- In  several  weeks  to  again  take  up 
the  running  out  of  this  port.  With  the 
bookings  dally  increasing  to  points  in 
the  Queen  Charlottes,  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  expect  to  do  a  large  business  on 
the  new  route  this  Summer.

An  automatic  water-leakage  Indicator 
for  ships,  invented  by  Captain  F.  W. 
Young,  chief  surveyor  of  the  Liverpool 
Salvage  Association,  and  Mr.  W.  R. 
MacDonald,  consulting  electrical  en- 
gineer, consists  of  a  number  bf  small 
cast-Iron  boxes  screwed  to  the  bulk- 
head of  each  compertment  and  set  at 
predetermined  distances  from  one 
another.  In  each  box  there  Is  an  elec- 
trical device  connected  with  an  Indica- 
tor board  on  the  bridge  or  other  con- 
venient position.  The  board  Is  fitted 
with  a  number  of  small  glow  lamps  of 
(Ufferrnt  colors,  and  Is  connected  with 
an  alarm  bell.  When  the  water  rises 
to  the  level  of  the  lowest  box,  elec- 
trical contact  Is  made,  and  the  lamp 
corresponding  with  the  height  which  It 
Indicates  Is  lighted  and  remains  so  un- 
til the  next  level  is  reached  by  the 
water,  when  the  second  lamp  Is  Illu- 
minated. Meanwhile  the  bell  continues 
to  ring  until  switched  Jftt.  With  the 
flubsldence  of  the  water  below  tlie 
boxes,  contact  is  broken  and  the  lamps 
are    exttnKulshed.

Housed  In  the  name  building  Is  al- 
most every  type  of  artillery  now  used 
by  the  army,  ranging  from  small  moun- 
tain guns  up  to  the  heaviest  field 
howitrer.  >  .=■"  Particular  interest  was 
shown  by  the  Duke  of  Connaught  In  the 
various  guns,  and  the  ease  and  rapidity 
with  which  the  elevation  can  be 
altered.

Four  model  bat- 
tleships, two  battle  cruisers  and  two  de- 
stroyers take  part  in  the  engagement. 
After  executing  various  manoeuvres  the 
fleet  Is  drawn  up  in  battle  array,  and  to 
the  accompaniment  of  a  Royal  salute  the 
Albert  and  Victoria  steams  into  thg 
arena  and  traverses  the  lines.  Mean- 
while aeroplanes  are  flying  over  the 
scene.  It  Is  an  Inspiring  sight,  for  the 
warships  are  exact  reproductions  of  the 
vessels  after  which  they  are  named — 
the  King  George  V.,  Thunderer,  Colos- 
sus, Neptune,  Queen  Mary,  New  Zea- 
land, Swift  and  Phoenix.  After  the 
manoeuvres  the  fleet  retires,  to  return 
In  the  dark  for  the  battle.  Airships 
having  reported  the  position  of  the 
enemy's  guns,  a  cruiser  opena  fire  on 
the  fort.  Heavy  guhs(  at  once  reply, 
and  the  rest  of  the  fleet  sails  to  take 
part  in  the  bombardment.  Few  lights 
are  shown  by  the  warships,  but  their 
position  1.1  revealed  by  the  flashes  of 
.-ght  as  shell  after  shell  Is  poured  Into 
the  doomed  port.  So  well  have  they  tho 
range  that  before  long  the  main  forts 
are  silenced  and  the  town  behind  Is 
soon  in  flames.

He  was  half  way  up  when  the 
end  of  the  truck  swung  around  iind 
pinned  him  between  the  apparatus  and  a 
nearby  telephone  pole.  He  waa  swept 
oT  the  apparatus  and  fell  back  upon 
the   sidewalk. 

It  wa.-*  with  difficulty  that  ths  crowd 
which  swarmed  around  the  man  could 
be  kept  hack.  In  the  police  patrol  Kav- 
anagh wa.'»  rushed  to  St.  Joseph's  hos- 
pital, where  his  injuries  were  examined. 
Ho  was  badly  bruised  and  partly 
stunned  from  his  fall  upon  the  side- 
walk.

Vit  have  grown  so  accustomed  to 
these  bktches  of  figures  which  are 
hurled  at  us  periodically  to  show  that 
Germany  is  catching  us  up  commerci- 
ally, or  that  'we  have  no  need  to  be 
alarmed,  that  now  we .  merely  look  at 
the  name  of  the  newspaper,  says  The 
Westminster  Gazette.  That  suffices. 
Are  you  a  Tariff  Reformer?  Then  the 
figures  prove  England's  decadence.  Are 
you  a  Free  Trader?  Then  England's 
supremacy  will  be  proved  to  be  indis- 
putable. 

But  now  a  foreigner  has  grappled 
with  the  problem,  and,  best  of  all  for- 
eigners for  a  labor  of  this  kind,  a  Bel- 
gian. In  the  Revue  des  Questions  Scl- 
entlflques  a  kind  of  Brussels  quarterly, 
M.  M.  H.  Mansion  has  published  two  ex- 
haustive articles  dealinK  with  the  eco- 
nomic situation  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
as  compared  With  that  of  Germany. 

The  articles  are  thorough,  the  sub- 
ject is  treated  without  political  bias, 
and   the  conclusions  are  Interesting. 

M.  Mansion  starts  with  a  comparison 
of  the  population  of  the  two  countries, 
and  does  not-^llke  Tariff  Reformers — 
forget  the  difference  when  he  deals  with 
Industries.  For  instance,  he  says:  "Be- 
cause Germany  pmduces  more  ore  than 
the  United  Kingdom,  one  must  not  con- 
clude that  therefore  the  iron  Industry 
is  decadent  In  the  latter:  It  Is  m»rely 
that  the  Industry  Is  more  important  in 
Germany,  where  there  are  20,000.000 
more  people."     . 

.  M.  Mansion  is  not  concerned  to  make 
"tariff"  points,  but  simply  to  comparr> 
the  two  countries,  and  so  he  deals  first 
with  such  facta  and  figures  as  he  can 
gather  In  respect  of  food,  housing, 
clothing  and  fire.  His  conclusions  are 
clear: 

First,  the  average  price  of  bread  In 
the  years   1899-1908  was: 

London,  29  centimes;  Berlin,  43  cen- 
times." 

And  the  average  consumption  of 
wheat  during  the  years  1880-1910  per 
head    per    y?ar   was: 

United  Kingdom,  166  klloa;  Germany. 
91    kilos. 

This  does  not  mean,  says  M.  Man- 
sion, that  Germans  eat  less.  Not  at 
all.  They  satisfy  their  appetites  by 
eating;  more  rye,  of  which  they  con- 
sume 148  kilos  per  head  per  year.  Only, 
as  he  finds  this  figure  too  hlfch,  he  ."'ays: 
"Not  only  do  the  human  beings  eat  rye 
bread,  but  also  cattle  and  pigs,  and 
there  are  a  great  many  pigs  in  Ger- 
many." 

His  remark  on  the  consumption  of 
white  bread  Is  one  with  which  I'Yee 
Trader.^  are  acquainted.  "shows  the 
greater   wull-belng  of   the   country." 

(iermany,  he  finds,  produces  far  more 
milk  than  the  United  Kinicdom,  and  at 
flr.-st,  he  says,  one  is  Inclined  to  won- 
der why  a  people  that  consumes  white 
br-ad  and  good  meat  does  not  also  drink 
more  milk.  Then  be  finds  an  explana- 
tion; In  Germany  a  great  cpiantlty  of 
the  milk  goes  to  make  butter  and 
chir^ese,  whilst  In  England  the  milk  is 
mostly  consumed  as  milk.  Here  are  the 
Import  figures  for  butter  and  cheese:

in  this  direction,  and  that  they  are  bet- 
ter fed,  better  warmed  than  the  Ger- 
mans, probably  better  housed,  and  at 
last   as   well   clothed."

M.  Mansion  then  deals  with  other 
points  of  comparison.  "We  have  heard  a 
good  deal  about  German  savings  banks, 
and  the  evidence  they  afford  of  German 
wealth.     M.  Mansion  says  quite  frankly:

Although  the  cruel  'Vyinter  of.  B«ffln'»' 
L.and  has  eaten  away  his  right  /cot,  till 
only  a  stump  la  left,  and  has  mortined  his 
left  fool  and  ibdy  tn  a  dozen  places.  Mr. 
I'.  W.  BrouKhton.  a  Wycllffe  College 
student.  Is  lying  at  Grace  Hospital,  Toron- 
to, impatiently  waiting  the  day  when  he 
mny  return  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
Eskimos.  Mr.  Broughton  Is  a  young  man, 
still  under  30,  but  he  has  been  round  the 
world  more  than  once,  supporting  hlmselt 
by  writing  and  lectui-lng,  and  In  the  frozen 
north  he  has  faced  all  the  perils  and  pri- 
vations through  which  explorers  win  hon- 
ors  and    titles   and    wealth. 

Mr.  Broughton  seeks, none  of  these  things, 
he  seeks  simply  to  carry  the  Cross  oi 
Christ  as  far  north  as  there  ]g  I4fe,  and 
to    befriend    the    Eskimo    tribes." 

I/ost  in  Crevasse 
For  three  days  and  two  nights  in  March 
of  last  year  he  was  lost  in  a  crevasse, 
lassed  into  unconsciousness,  was  rescued 
by  his  £:skimo  Xriends,  but  gangrene  sec 
in  in  his  right  foot  and  it  was  not  till 
six  months  later  that  he  received  medical 
attention.  In  the  meantime  the  heroic 
missionary  had  been  forced  with  his  own 
hand  and  crude  appliances  to  cut  off  three 
toes  and  perform  five  serious  operations 
on  other  parts  o[  the  body.  At  Grace 
Hospital  bis  right  foot  was  further  operated 
on,  80  that  onlv  half  la  left.  This.  It  is 
hoped,  will  enable  him  to  walk  without 
the    extreme    pain    he    now    Endures. 

Other  operations  are  to  follow,  but  th« 
missionary  looks  beyond  them  to  the  time 
when  he  may  jto  back  to  his  chosen  field. 
Ho  is  longing  to  return  to  the  rude  people 
he  affectionately  calls  his  "parishioners." 
but  the  doctors  say  he  rhusi  remain  within 
reach  of  medical  attention  tor  some  time. 
In  that  case  he  will  apply,  when  he  has 
finished  his  course  at  Wyrllffe.  for  a  field 
in  the  Northwest,  He  knows  of  one  which 
will  be  within  a  week's  tramp  of  Fort 
Churchill.  To  Mr.  Broughton.  a  week's 
tramp  for  medical  attention  seems  to  be  an 
Incident   not    worth    mentioning. 

One  day  in  the  late  Winter,  last  year, 
Mr.  Broughton  got  separated  from  his  Es- 
kimo boys,  and  had  to  spend  three  days 
and  two  cruel  nlahts  iu  «  ct'evasse  in  Lake 
Harbor,  rocking  himself  In  order  to  Induce 
cIruelRtlon.  He  was  without  food,  and  suf- 
fered from  such  acute  hunger  that  he  was 
lorced  to  cut  a  portion  off  his  skin  coal, 
flavor  it  with  saccharine,  and  gnaw  It,  Thu 
Icefield  on  which  he  was  'itscame  seo»ra.ted 
from  the  shore,  and  he  had  to  Jump  for 
life.  Ho  failed  to  clear  the  channel  of 
often  water,  and  was  Immersed  to  the 
waist,  but  happened  to  grip  an  Ice  hum- 
mock, and  drew  himself  to  safety.  When 
he  took  off  his  shoes  to  wring  them  out 
they    frose    hard. 

"It  was  still  4ft-  miles  from  the  nearest 
station,"  said  Mr.  Broughton,  "but  I 
walked  and  crawled  there  and  collapsed. 
When  1  came  to,  my  Eskimo  friends  were 
thawing  me  out  on  Iheli  stomachs.  For 
subsequently.  When  I  could  raise  myself  on 
an  Improvised  crutch,  gangrene  had  set 
In," 

It  was  then  the  missionary  nn  off  his 
toes  and  operated  on  himself,  and  while 
he  was  on  the  steamer  returning  to  Canada 
three    other    operations    were    performed. 


Dealing  with  the  question  of  the  in- 
dustrial outlook  in  India,  The  English- 
man, Calcutta,  declares  that  It  would 
appear  to  be  brighter  than  it  has  b«en 
for  many  years  and  that  the  time,  had 
arrived  when  other  countries  were  be- 
ginning to  manifest  a  very  keen  inter- 
est   in   the   commerce    of    India.    .

India  has 
made  no  unusual  move  to  extend  her 
foreign  trade  relations,  but  the  possibil- 
ities before  her  Industries  are  great  and. 
in  the  opinion  of  Th«>  Engl l.sh man.  it  la 
to  be  remarked  to  India's  discredit  that 
her  merchants  and  manufacturers  should 
have  been  content  to  remain  almost  pas- 
sive and  unresponisve  to  the  demands 
of  other  markets  in  parts  of  the  world 
with  which  her  trade  had  hitherto  been 
brought  into  very  little  contact 

aiust    Seek   Uarketa 

This  is  a  time,  continues  The  Eng- 
lishman, when  no  country  can  afford  to 
remain  oblivious  to  the  keen  competi- 
tion that  is  rapidly  springing  Up  In 
every  direction,  and.  Instead  of  content- 
ing ourselves  with  the  marl^ets  that  are 
now  open  to  us,  we  should  exert  every 
endeavour  to  create  and  foster  an  inter- 
est In  our  products  In  other  centres  as 
well. 

With  the  movement  now  beln.p;  taken 
up  individually  in  Australia,  America, 
and  Sweden,  to  Increase  their  trade  re- 
lations with  India,  it  behooves  us  to 
seriously  consider  the  question  of  sup- 
ply and  demand,  for  once  we  fail  in  our 
supplies  other  competitors  will  be  en- 
abled to  rush  in  and  it  will  he  many 
years  again  before  we  shall  be  able  to 
recover  lost   ground. 

In  conclusion  The  Englishman  de- 
clares that  the  question  is  one  of  vital 
Importance  to  the  welfare  of  the  coun- 
try, but  when  the  occa.^lon  doi?R  arise 
It  Is  to  be  hoped  that  India  will  not  be 
found    wanting.

recommended  to  <,'ongresB  the  construc- 
tion of  a  dam  or  weir  InHhe  Niagara 
River  to  raise  the  level  of  Lake  Erie 
in  Its  upper  waters.  The  commlBsiou 
stated  the  value  of  the  proposed  work 
in  the  Lake  Erie  ports  could  hardly  be 
estimated,  and  that  it  would  result  in 
extensive  Improvements  to  harbors  and 
docks. 

Several  years  ago  the  commission  re- 
ported against  the  advisability  of  con- 
structing' an  ordinary  dam  across  the 
N'lagara  because  of  the  frequent  dam- 
age to  iiroperty  below  the  dam.  Tills 
<lam  woiild  have  completely  regulated 
the  height  of  the  water  in  Lake  ISrie. 
but  the  last  plan  contemplates  only 
partial    control.    " 

The  cost  of  the  weir  an("i  consequent 
works'  to  avoid  damage  to  property.  Is 
estimated  at  J3, 500,000.  The  commis- 
sion also  reported  that  the  weir  would 
eliminate  any  Injurious  effect  to  the 
level  of  Lake  Erie  or  the  diversion  of 
water  at  Niagara  Falls  for  water  pony 
purpoaeo,  and  would  reduce  the  rat, 
1'^  oscillation   on   Lake  Erlo  four  m

General  Assembly  of  Presby- 
terian Church .  in  fr^i^ 
Approve  ttiymen'.s  MemOf- 

fa!  Protesting  Against  Bid. 


DUBLIN.  June  27.— At  the  sitting  in 
Beiiast  of  the  General  Assembly  ot  the 
Presbyterian,  Church  in  Ireland,  a  depu- 
tation from  the  Synod  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church  In  Eng-^and  was  received. 
Rev.  Benjamin  Bell,  Moderator  of  the 
Church  in  England,  said  that  although 
It  would  be  out  of  place  for  him  to 
enter  upon  a  discussion  on  the  ques- 
tion of  Home  Rul«,  he  aasured  them  in 
the  nam©  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
England  that  whatever  difference  of 
opinion  there  might  be  In  England  on 
the  question,  they  were  all  united  In 
deepest  sympathy  with  the  members  of 
the  Irish  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the 
most  prayerful  interest  in  the  way  the 
question  of  Home  Rule   turned. 

Rev.  J.  R.  McLean  declared  that  he 
spoke  for  the  whole  Presbyterian  Church 
in  England  when  he  said  that  If  the  dif- 
ficulties which  the  Presbyterian  Church 
in  Ireland  now  feared  I|-'came  difficul- 
ties in  reality,  every  man  of  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  England  would  be 
on  their  side;  indeed,  some  English 
Presbyterians  would  go  much  further 
than   that  personally. 

It  is  officially  announced  that  the 
laymen's  memorial  asking  the  assem- 
bly to  take  a  stand  against  Home  Rule 
was  signed  in  round  figures  by  130,000 
persons,  a  remarkable  fact  considering 
that  only  males  over  16  were  eligible  to 
sign. 

Memorial   Approved 

Rev.  William  Park,  a  former  moder- 
ator, submitted  the  following  notice  of 
motion:  "That  the  assembly  receives 
tile  memoria:,  and  declares  that  the  op- 
position of  the  church  to  Home  Rule 
continues  as  determined  and  unyielding 
as  in  the  years  of  1886  and  1893,  ana 
records  Its  firm  conviction  that  the 
Home  Rule  Bill  Is  a  measure  that  would 
Iniact  incalculable  injury  on  our  coun- 
trj'  and   our  ehurch." 

A  member  of  the  committee  charged 
with  the  task  of  preparing  and  circulat- 
ing the  memorial  said:  "Political  wire- 
pullers a.'5sert  that  Home  Rule  is  only  a 
question  of  politics.  We.  Presbyterians, 
who  have  lived  in  Ireland  all  our  lives, 
know  better,  for  wo  know  that  the  prop- 
erty and  even  the  very  existence  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  In  Ireland  are  at 
stake.  Knowing  this,  how  could  we  sit 
quietly  and  allow  the  General  Assembly 
to  meet  and  separate  without  asking  it 
to  give  an  opinion  on   the  subject." 

By  a  majority  of  878  in  an  attend- 
ance of  5)61  the  assembly  approved  the 
laymen's  memorial  against  the  Home 
Rule   Bill. 

The  minority  opposing  the  memorial 
had  Increased  from  11  In  1893,  the  last 
occasion  wher^  there  was  a  vote  on 
Home   Rule,    to    43. 


LONDON,  June  27. — The  intention  of
